• The filing fee  will be in cash, cashier’s check, money order, check or credit card.  A debtor’s personal check or credit card may never be
accepted; payment must be made in the form of cash or money order.  Only cash or money order  will be accepted by a second party filing
on behalf of the debtor. [Internal Controls, § 3.15]

• Third party checks  will not be accepted.  Cashiers  will not accept negotiable instruments made out only to the name of the Clerk personally
or made out to someone else and endorsed to the court. [Internal Controls, § 3.16]

• A list, as approved by the Clerk, of persons or entities whose checks  will not be accepted  will be sent by the administrative manager to all
deputy clerks in charge and updated regularly. [Internal Controls, § 3.17]

• Foreign currency  will not be accepted. [Internal Controls, § 3.18]
